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13 shall be paid a minimum wage of not less than eighty ($80) dollars
14 per month.

15 4. A teacher holding a limited elementary certificate who has com—
16 pleted at least forty-five (45) semester hours of standard college work
17 shall be paid a minimum wage of not less than eighty-five ($85) dol-
18 ° lars per month.

19 5. A teacher holding a limited elementary certificate who has com-
20 pleted sixty (60) or more semester hours of standard college work
21 or who holds a certificate requiring sixty (60) hours or more of stand-
22 ard college work shall be paid a minimum wage of not less than ninety
23 ($90) dollars per month.”

24 Provided, that nothing herein shall be construed as limiting the
25 right of a school board to make a contract for a higher wage than
26 herein specified as a minimum.

CHAPTER 136

SECONDARY ROADS AND STREETS
S. F. 229

AN ACT to amend section four thousand six hundred forty-four and eleven hundredths
(4644.11), code 1939, relating to secondary roads and optional maintenance levies,
and to provide additional revenue for the construction and maintenance of sec-
ondary roads and roads and streets in cities and towns by amending certain sec-
tions of chapter 251.3, code, 1939, as amended by chapter 1656 Acts of the 50th
General Assembly.

Be It Enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

SECTION 1. Section four thousand six hundred forty-four and eleven
hundredths, (4644.11), Code, 1939, is hereby amended by striking from
line six (6), the words “one and one fourth” and by inserting in lieu
thereof, the word “two” and further amend said section by inserting
the words “and towns” immediately following the word ‘“cities” at the
end of line eight (8). Further amend by striking the word “three” in
line ten (10) and substituting in lieu thereof the word “five” (5).

SEC. 2. Section four (4), Chapter one hundred sixty-five (165),
Acts of the Fiftieth General Assembly, is hereby amended by striking
from line one (1) of said section the words and figures “three cents
(3¢)” and substituting in lieu thereof the words and figures “four
cents (4¢)”.

SEC. 8. Section thirty-five (85) of Chapter one hundred sixty-five
f(lltl)‘S), Acts of the Fiftieth General Assembly is hereby amended as
ollows:

a. By striking the word “all” from line two (2) of said section and
substituting in lieu thereof the words *“three cents per gallon”.
" b. By adding to said section, the following: “The net proceeds of
one cent per gallon license fees and penalties collected under the pro-
vigsions of this chapter shall be distributed as follows: Three-fifths
thereof shall be credited to the secondary road construction fund of the
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several counties of the state. The treasurer shall apportion said three-
fifths portion among the counties of the state in the ratio that the
area of each county bears to.-the total area of the state and shall on
the first day of each month remit to the tréasurer of each county the
amount apportioned to the secondary road construction fund of the
county. Two-fifths thereof shall be credited to the street construc-
tion fund of the several incorporated cities and towns of the state,
which fund is hereby created, for the construction, reconstruction,
repair and maintenance of roads and streets in such cities and towns.
The treasurer shall apportion said two-fifths portion among the incor-
porated cities and towns of the state in the ratio that the population
of each such city or town bears to the total population of all such cities
and towns of the state, as shown by the latest Federal census, and shall,
on the first day of each month, remit to the city clerk of each such
city or town the amount so apportioned to the street construction fund
of such city or town.”

dredths (4686.20), code, 1939, relating to use of county’s allotment of motor
vehicle fuel licensg fees on farm-to-market road projects.

Section four tholisand six hundred eighty-six and
twenty hundredths (4686.20), Code, 1939, is hereby amended by
striking from lines four (4) and five (5) of said section the words
“an amount of not to exceed twenty-five percent” and substituting in
lieu thereof the words ‘“any portion”.
